WASHINGTON, May 24.—The following tele« 
gram was received by Commissioner Raum at 
noon to-day from Internal Revenue Collector 
Clark at Atlanta, Ga.: 

Authentic information has just been received 
that twenty-five or thirty men went to Morgan- 
ton, Fannin county, while the Superior Court 
was in session, and broke in the wail of 


the jail and released the prisoners charged 
with a violation of the internal revenue laws 
and burning Stewart’s property. I have also 
to report the release of two men trom Pickens 
County Jail. The Stewart referred to in the 
telegram was formerly Deputy Collector for 
the district of Fannincounty andisa gentleman 
whose property was burned April last by 
moonshiners. 

The following telegram in reply tothe above 
has just been forwarded by Commissioner 
Raum to Collector Clark: 

Dispatch received. Have warrants issued 


for the arrest of the _ parties charged 
with breaking the jail and releasing 
the prisoners at Morganton and Pickins 
counties, and drawn inform the 
Marshal you are authorized to em- 


ploy a posse to aid him in making the arrest of 
the offenders. I desire that these men shall be 
hunted down and brought to justice.

A Judicial Discussion Upon Entry of a Judg- 
ment. 


The Court of Appeals to-day granted the 
appeal in the case of Albers vs. Judge Horner 
and ordered the peremptory writ of man- 
damustoissue. Thisis a complicated conflict 
in which tlie Supreme Court and the Appellate 


Court are called upon to render 
decisions. In the first instance 

writ of mandamus was sued out 
in the Appellute Court by the plaintiff Albers 
in the suit of Albers vs. Bartholow, Lewis & 
Co., compelling Judge Horner to enter a 
judgment infavorof Albers, which the court 
had withheld unless the plaintiff remitted 
some portion of the judgment. The judge took 
this course on the ground that the judgment 
was excessive in amount and he proposed to 
sustain a motion for new trial unless plaintiff 
consented to remit some portion. The Court 
of Appeais ordered the writ to issue, where- 
upon an appeal was asked, and this morning 
the Court grants the appeal, holding, how- 
ever, that the appeal with bond does not oper- 
ate to prevent the issue of a peremptory writ 
compelling the Court to enter the judgment, 
that under the law of this State an approved 
bond anay Stay execution, but 
a peremptory writ is not awn 
execution and not a stay. The special 
statute concerning mandamus takes the pro- 
ceeding out of the general effect of the statute 
of appeals. Before the Supreme Court an ap- 
plication has been made for a writ of prohibi- 
tion to operate upon the ruling of the Court of 
Appeals in this matter, and the whole weight 
ot judicial brain-power inthe highest Courts 
of the State is brought to bear, the result 
being awaited with general interest at the bur.
